Wisdom of Tariff Questioned. 


America, if is admitted on all sides, 
has every right to handle her tariff 
matters as she deems best, but is it 
wise for America to arouse a feeling 
that, if not allayed, is likely to result 
in Europeans generally making every 
enceavor to buy automobiles and 
other things from other than Ameri- 
can sources? This is the whole 
question involved. 

The principle of the most-favored 
nation clause has been strongly in 
favor in Washington for some years 
We enjoy it in our trade relations 
with a number of European nations, 
France and Germany among them 
Over here however, there is nothing 
sacred about it so far as America is 
concerned. It is certainly well with 
in the realm of possibility that 
America might.push her tariff 
high as to compel the Europeans to 
say, ‘“‘when our present treaties em- 
bodying the most-favored-nation 
clause with America expire why 
should we renaw them?”’ 

One suggested form of interna 
tional chamber action was developed 
in the course of these conversations 
only to be%’completely dropped when 
President Pirelli let it be known 
that no.action of any kind or, indeed, 
any discussion would permitted in 
the official sessions. A European 
delegate suggested that the chamber 
approve again the resolution passed 
at the International Economic Con- 
ference in 1927 which declared that 
‘tariffs, although clearly within the 
sovereign jurisdiction of each State 
actually concern interests not purely

national but exercise a great influ 
ence on the commerce of the entire 
world 

Naturally any repetition of this 
innocuous resolution would have 


done little harm but even this mild 


idea was discardcd Such con 
sideration for the feeling of the 
United States is arresting and highly

NO ENVOY TO BE SENT 


|Holy See Will Take No Part in 
International Affairs 
Asked, Dr. Micheles Declares.

The relations between the United 
| States and the Vatican State will not 
be affected in any way by the estab- 
|lishment of full diplomatic relations 
between Italy and the Holy See, ac- 
‘cording to a report on the Lateran 


accord by Dr. Vera A. Micheles, pub- 
\lished by the Foreign Policy Asso- 
|ciation today. 

The new situation arising from the 
agreement between the Italian Gov- 
ernment and the Holy See does not 
call for any exchange. of diplomatic 
representatives between Washington 
and the new Vatican State, Dr. 
Micheles held. 
| His report pointed out that recog- 
nition, as evidenced by the exchange 
|of envoys, has not in the past de- 
pended on the temporal authority of 
the Holy See. When the Church had 
ino international status as a State 
the Holy See was represented by offi- 
cial diplomatic agents in twenty- 
seven countries, including France, 
Germany, Spain, Austria, Belgium 
and the majority of South American 
States. In fact, according to the re- 
port, it maintained diplomatic rela- 
tions with a number of countries 
with which it had no concordat. 

On the basis of an analysis of the 
position of the Holy See after 1870, 
the report pointed out that ‘‘the 
Roman Catholic Church, even when 
bereft of temporal power, continued 
to function freely as an international 
organization devoted to spiritual 
ends and, in addition, maintained po- 
litical relations with a number of 
secular States.’’ At the same time 
the Holy See did not participate in 
international conferences or in the 
work of the League of Nations. 


“While the City of the Vatican is: 


endowed with the rights and obliga- 
| tions of a State,’’ the report assert- 
ed, ‘‘the Holy See declares in the 
treaty that ‘it wishes to remain ex- 
traneous to all temporal disputes be- 
tween nations and to international 
congresses convoked for the settle- 
ment of such disputes unless the con- 
tending parties make concordant ap- 
peal to its mission of peace; never- 
theless, it reserves the right in every 
case to exercise its moral and spirit- 
tual power.’ 

‘“‘Fears that the Holy Sea, as a re- 
sult of its new territorial status, 
|} would claim a seat in the League of 
Nations have been dispelled by the 
treaty itself. It is not improbable, 
however, that the Holy See, while 
abstaining from the political activi- 
ties of the League, may participate 
in its humanitarian work.”’

BRUSSELS, July 10—Contrary to 
all expectations, the committee of in- 
quiry appointed to study the ‘‘blue 
laws’’ reported today to the Belgian 
Parliament in favor of the mainte- 
nance of the laws as they exist, and 
in several respects urged that they 
be further tightened.

CHURCH FREEDOM 


Archbishop Urges Prayer Book 
Inquiry if Disestablishment 
ls Not Demanded Now. 


TWO CONVOCATIONS MEET 


Archbishop of Canterbury Moves to 
Allow Use of New Book Despite 
Parliament’s Rejection.

LONDON, July 10.—The fight over 


the new Prayer Book, which Parlia- 
ment rejected, reopened in earnest 
at the convocations of York and Can- 
terbury today. 


In both convocations the Bishops, 


are anxious to test the opinions of 
the lower houses on the resolution 
being moved by the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, the Most Rev. Dr. Cosmo 
Gordon Lang. Briefly, it seeks to 
place in: the hands of the Bishops 
and clergy in the parishes power to 
do what Parliament has refused to 
sanction—use the revised Prayer 
Book of 1928 with the safeguard that 
departures from the 1662 book must 
be approved by parochial church 
councils. No decision has. been 
reached by either of the houses to- 
night. 

In the convocation at Canterbury 
Dr. Lang only briefly moved his 
resolution, embodying the corporate 
views of the Bishops, reserving until 
later a full statement of his position 
3ut in the convocation at York, 
where the same resolution was dis- 
cussed, the Most Rev. Dr. William 
Temple, Archbishop of York, raised 
the important question of the dis- 
establishment of the Church from 
the State. 

“It is most necessary,”’ he said, 
‘that we should recover the reign of 
law in the Church, whether or not 
it be State law as well as ecclesiasti- 
cal law. No society can be whole- 
some and content to continue in such 
a position as that wherein we are 
now placed.”’ 

Dr. Temple then suggested an early 


inquiry by the Church Assembly into 
the situation caused by Parliament's 
rejection of the prayer book meas- 
ures. 

“The situation is one in which we 
cannot and ought not acquiesce,”’ he 
added. “If we do not immediately 
demand disestablishment, we are 
bound to set afoot a most serious 
inquiry. The worship of the Church 
at present is attended by great dis- 
order. All of us are more or less 
law-breakers and we hold the law 
ought to be so altered as to bring 
within it certain practices now out- 
side it.’’

U. S. SOCCER HEAD 
HERE FROM DETROIT 


President Patterson to Remain in 
East Two Weeks to Farther 


Expansion of Sport. 


Armstrong Patterson of Detroit, 
president of the United States Foot- 
ball Association, the governing body 


of soccer in this country, arrived in 
New York yesterday for an extended 
visit. It is expected that the na- 
tional president will be here for 
about two weeks and that he will be 
busily engaged all that time in the 
advancement of the sport in the 
East. 

His immediate problem will deal 
with the proposed expansion of the 
Eastern League, a professional cir- 
cuit. For the past few weeks Thomas 
Cahill, national secretary, has been 
interviewing soccer promoters in 
various New England cities, and he 
also has visited some of these centres 
with a view toward establishing 
teams in them. The progress he has 
made and the facts he has learned 
will be presented to Mr. Patterson 
either today or tomorrow. 

Several important conferences nave 
been scheduled within the next few 
days, at which the national leader 
will be present. A group of New 
England men already has arrived in 
the city and it is expected that more 
will present themselves within the 
next few days. Eastern League offi- 
cials said yesterday that they expect- 
ed to have elevens in Fall River, 
New Bedford and other cities that 
long have supported teams. 

The annual dinner and meeting of 
the Eastern League has been set for 
July 20, at which time the program 
for the coming season is to be made 
known. The league will go into opera- 
tion on Aug. 10. Hakoah, the na- 
tional champion, has returned from 
its tour and the players now are in 
the Adirondacks for an extended 
rest. They encountered some severe 
heat through the West and are glad 
to have a chance to get some relaxa- 
tion before the season opens.

Tariff discussions have taken an 
extraordinary turn since Congress 
met in special session. At the be- 
ginning all the talk was about the 
high protective system having be- 
come established beyond challenge 
or cavil. The Democratic party had 
given up its old low-tariff ideas. 
“We are all protectionists now.” To 
be sure, President HOOVER asked for 
only a “limited” revision of the 
tariff, but both House and Senate 
joyously set about making an en- 
tirely new bill, and doing it on the 
old principle of asking every special 
interest what it wanted. Everything 
was going swimmingly, until sud- 
denly a great revulsion set in. Com- 
plaints began to arrive from all over 
the country. The farmers were dis- 
satisfied and angry; consumers took 
note of what was likely to happen to 
them in the way of higher prices 
and filed their protests; most threat- 
ening of all, housekeepers banded 
together in resentment of an ex- 
pected rise in the cost of living. 
Without any particular political agi- 
tation, without definite leadership by 
the minority party in Congress, at- 
tacks on the proposed tariff legisla- 
tion took shape all through the land. 
There was something like universal 
disgust at the greedy way in which 
various prosperous industries sought 
added favors from the government. 

Most remarkable of all has been 
the reversal of our traditional atti- 
tude toward tariff protests by for- 
eign nations. In the older and more 
robust days of tariff protection these 
would have been treated with a kind 
of gleeful contempt. It would have 
been said that if people in Europe 
did not like what we proposed to do, 
this only showed that it was the 
right thing for us, First find out 
what foreigners don’t want, and then 
do it. The proud cry used to be: 
“ What have we to do with abroad?” 
Nothing, except to legislate against 
foreign interests as often as we got 
the chance. But a great change has 
come over the spirit of that dream. 
The statements filed at Washington 
by European and other nations in 
protest against some of the rates in 
the House tariff bill are treated with 
the utmost respect. Even Senators 
speak of them in a deferential tone. 
It is as if an entirely new factor 
had entered into our tariff-making, 

which we are bound to consider, 
since to neglect it would result in a 
menace to our own export trade. 

This surprising change, which 
everybody must have noticed, has 
nothing moral or political about it. 

The usual economic arguments 
against high protective tariffs have 
not operated with new effect. Nor 
has the situation been altered by 
considering the danger that a gov- 
ernment subsidy by means of a 
tariff leads straight to other forms of 
subsidy from the National Treasury, 
and so eventually to a system of 
general favoritism or _ socialism. 
What has really happened has been 
an irruption of hard business sense 
into the whole tariff controversy. | 
People have come to feel that a high 
tariff has become an obvious misfit 
for a country in the position which 
the United States has attained. We 
neither need it today nor can profit 
by it. On the contrary, it threatens 
injury to one great branch of our 
commercial life—foreign trade. This

Hospitals and clinics still 
boast of the amount of free care 
they give. Wealthy patients con- 
tinue to pay the tremendous fees 
within their means, thus balancing 
in part the debts of the charity 
patients. But there is a widespread 
demand for an arrangement which 
will permit people of moderate 
means to obtain treatment of the 
best kind without accepting charity, 
either direct or indirect, and with- 
out paying more than the service 
costs. 

Hospitals and clinics and other 
organizations of doctors striving to 
bring about a kind of practice which 
will answer this demand have been 
bitterly criticized by some physi- 
cians who cling to an outmoded 
code of what they call “ethics.” 
What it actually amounts to is busi- 
ness practice. It attempts to dic- 
‘tate to physicians how they shall 
behave in relation to public health 
organizations. Mr. EMBREE cited the 
Mayo Clinic in Rochester, Minn., as 


noise, foul air, grease and inconve- 
nience. It means the up-to-date mul- 
tiple-story garage, with specially con- 
structed ramps or elevators and free- 
dom from the objectionable features 
of service and operation which made 
the city garage of ten years ago a 
poor sort of neighbor in a high-®lass 
district.

One would 
suppose that, whether Wet or Dry, a 
physician conscious of the responsi- 
bilities of his profession would ob- 
ject to the setting-up in Congress of 
a college of physicians and surgeons. 
We don’t know whether Dr. THAYER, 
so long a distinguished figure in the 
world of medicine, is Dry or Wet. 
He spoke for liberty and tolerance 
in general, but the thought of the 
liberty which Congress has been 
pleased to deny to doctors was in the 
thought of the delegates, “ most 
“of whom rose and applauded 
“ vigorously.”

WASHINGTON, July 10.—The In- 
terstate Commerce Commission today 
made public a report fixing the value 
for rate-making purposes of the Ches- 
apeake & Ohio Railroad Company as 
of June 30, 1916, owned and used for 
common-carrier purposes, at $187,- 
935,000. The property used and not 
owned was valued at $7,764,335, and 
that owned but not used, at $211,975. 
The total is $195,911,310 

A value of $9,314,000 was placed on 
the property owned and used by the 
Chesapeake & Ohio Railway Com- 
pany of Indiana, and a value of $105,- 


713 was put on the property used but 
not owned by that company. The 
grand total of all the items is 
205,330,310. 

The commission stated that the estl- 
mates of cost of reproduction covered 
by the company were based on the 
1914 level of prices, while the present 
values of the common-carrier lands 
covered were based upon the fair 
average of the normal market values 
of similar lands adjoining and ad- 
jacent to the rights of way, yards 
and terminals of these carriers as of 
valuation date. This discrepancy, 
the commission added, will he re- 
moved when it adjusts the values to 
a later date, in accordance with the 
requirements of the valuation act.

Senator King charged that new 
stock issues, buyers’ rights and nu- 
merous consolidations engineered by 
J. P. Morgan & Co. and other firms 
were responsible for the latest rise 
in brokers’ loans. 

“It simply means,” said Senator 
King, ‘‘that banks are no longer 
commercial houses, but are in the 
brokerage business.”’ 

He said he had received assurance 
that the Banking and Currency Com- 
mittee, of which he is a member, | 
would give immediate consideration 
on the reassembling of the Senate in 
August to his resolution for an ia- 
quiry into the Federal Reserve sys- 
tem as indicated. 

The King resolution provides for 
an extensive inquiry into credit 
speculation and the relationship of 
the banks to it. Provision also is 
made for studies to determine 
whether member banks have afford- 
ed ‘‘unduly large accommodation to 
brokers’’ and whether the banking 
laws should be amended to restrict 
the use of general bank credits for 
speculative purposes.
